street. Ptcinich, upon being adm it­ 
ted to Nazareth H ospital, P hiladel­ 
phia. w as pronounced dead. 
P olice were called to the apart­ 
m ent by neighbors whose attention 
had been attracted by what they 
thought was amoke em anating from 
the windows. T his later w as found 
to lie steam created by over-heated 
w ater 
from 
a 
gas-heated 
water 
tank. 
Police then called firemen 
who 
placed 
ladders against 
the 
building and entered through the 
second floor windows. They found 
him lying on the bed fully clothed, 
w ith the exception of shoes. The 
apartm ent was terrifically warm. 
P icinlch’s w ife died suddenly in 
the sam e apartm ent on October 23 
when the slumped over her baby’s 
crib after suffering what is pre­ 
sum ed to have been a heart attack. 
She bad first placed her 10-months- 
old baby Ronald upon the floor. 
Picinlch was em ployed by Amer­ 
ican Bridge Co. in Trenton. N. J., 
and he and his fam ily were new ­ 
com ers to this comm unity.
